“Whereas, in the development of our 
present economic system great weak- 
nesses have emerged, of which the 
depreciation of commodity prices and 
the unprecedented volume of unem- 
ployment are manifestations; and 

“Whereas, civilization itself is

“Whereas, constructive action is 
now imperative for the purpose of 
establishing securely the foundations 
of the co-operative state which is the 
aisapted objective of the U.F.A.;

1—"“Nationalization of our financial 
and credit system, with a view to the 
regulation of credit and investment 
operations; and in particular, as im- 
mediate steps, we advocate: 

“(a) The abandonment of the gold 
standard in Canada. 

“(b) A well-considered policy of in- 
flation, and the devising of means to 
make the purchasing power in the 
hands of consumers at all times ade- 
quate to acquire the total goods and 
services available.

translating system which is now in 
use. It enables delegates to hear 


translations at the same time the 
speech is being delivered. 

The speaker's address is carried 
through microphones to five inter- 


preters outside the hall. They trans- 
late the speech into telephones which 
are connectd with the desks in the 
conference hall. 

On the desk of each delegate there 
is a set of earphones, such as tele- 
phone operators use. There is also a4 
switch by which be may connect his 
earphones with any of the five inter- 
preters. 

At previous conferences it was 
necessary to follow each speech with 
a series of boring translations. This 
new system saves the conference a 
great dea! of time.

YOUR HEALTH 


Now that outdoor games are 
full ewing, strains and sprains are be- 
coming increasingly common. 

A strain is a tearing or over- 
stretching of a muscle or tendon, and 
it can be very painful. 

In the case of a muscle the pain is |

Render first-aid treatment by applr- 
ing a hot or cold compress—that is, 
lint wrung out of very hot or very] 
cold water—to the injured part. 

Lead lotion gives more relief. Soak 
the lint in the lotion and keep it damp 
with cold water, as the heat of the 
body dries it. 

Rest is essential, and when the 
acute stage has passed. begin mas- 
sage. using a good liniment or em-

Tennis Elbow 

For quite awhile we have had ath- 
lete’s foot, and is the season for tennis 
elbow. It is not very hard to acquire. 
The small piece of cartilage in the 
elbow joint is very liable to injury. 
The joint also sometimes becomes in- 
flamed as a result of strain. 

Roth these injuries are called 
“tennis elbow.” Either or both may 
be present at the same time. 

If the joint is sprained, rest, hot 
baths and gentle massage may result 
in recovery, but sometimes treatment 
takes a long time. 

If the cartilage only is affected and 
has been displaced, it is often possible 
for a skilled manipulator to put it 
back in position. 

It is useless to continue playing in 
the hope that a tennis elbow will work 
itself off. It will only become worse, 
h the pain more acute, and you 
may have to give up your game for 
the remainder of the season. Consult 
a doctor early.
